THOSE CONVERSATIONS 

After reading Premier MacDonald's report to 
the British House of Commons on the conversations 
at Washington, all one has to do is shut his eyes 
and guess what the President and the Premier 
really talked about, and what either of them thinks 
on any subject they may have talked about. 

In the language of Mr. MacDonald, there is left 
to the public “the right to the unlimited exercise 
of their free and unbridled imagination.” One 
man’s guess is as good as another's, and the stock 
markets are open for those who want to back their 
opinions with their money 

No doubt it is necessary, or at least prudent to 
veil these negotiations in high politics with secrecy. 
At any rate it has the authority of custom, ancient 
and modern. It is interesting, though, to recall the 
talk we heard in war years about “shirt sleeve 
diplomacy.” 

There was to be no more of this hole-in-corner 
bargaining in international affairs. The govern- 
ments of the world were to do their talking in the 
full blaze of publicity, with everybody listening in 
Well, they are not doing it, nor at all likely to do 
it. That is another of the war, illusions that has 
gone, along with the “hang the Kaiser” slogan and 
the “war to end war” nonsense 

Without reviving a faded myth, and with all 
proper respect for usage, one may wonder just 
what harm would be done if the President and the 
Premier had joined in a candid statement, say, of 
their views on the payability of the war debts. 
They be far apart on that subject, since 
each of them knows the debts never can be paid 
in gold, and cannot be paid in anything else without 
a willingness on the part of the United States to 
accept what the debtors have to give. 

It would be worth something to the world to 
have that fact given frank admission without more 
dallying. There is such a thing as too much secrecy.

The Case of Knitted Goods 


From Hansard, May 5th 

MR. YOUNG (Weyburn): In regard to 
item 568, the rate prior to September, 1930, was 20 
per cent, 30 per cent and 35 per cent. In September, 
1930, the rate was changed to 25 per cent, 25 per 
cent and 45 per cent. Now the proposed rate is 25 
per cent under the British preference, which is not 
being touched; 35 per cent plus 25 cents a pound 
under the intermediate tariff, and 45 per cent plus 
30 cents a pound under the general tariff. It is 
difficult to estimate what that specific rate will 
amount to when reduced to ad valorem, but rough- 
ly it will be 60 per cent under the intermediate and 
75 per cent under the general. The minister toid 
us that the production of these goods in Canada 
amounts roughly to $48,000,000, and that the work 
is done in 161 establishments, paying wages of 
$14,000,000, and employing between 17,000 and 18,000 
people. He told us that the object was not to in- 
crease the price but rather to secure a larger share 
of the market. He also told us that the importations 
were $1,500,000 worth, of which $900,000 came from 
Great Britain. The result therefore of this increase 
is that only $600,000 worth of business,is left that 
can be captured from foreign markets, $600,000 of 
importations mostly from the United States and 
entering mostly under the general rate. That 
amounts to only 114 per cent of the Canadian pro- 
duction, so that all that these factories can possibly 
hope to accomplish is to increase their sales by 14 
per cent. They employ, so the minister told us, 
nearly 18,000 people. If you increase their produc- 
tion by 1% per cent you will increase the number 
of their employees by 225. The average wage paid 
in the industry is about $800 per annum. Two 
hundred and twenty-five new employees drawing 
an average wage of $800 would mean an increased 
wage Bill of $180,000. Impertations of $600,000 
which at present carry a duty of forty-five per 
cent will pay in revenue to the treasury $270,000 
per annum. The minister proposes to sacrifice that 
revenue in order to secure an increased wage bill 
of $180,000. He would be $90,000 per annum ahead 
if he took $180,000 out of the treasury and paid 
these men to sit on the sidewalk and do nothing. 

An Hon. MEMBER: Is this a conundrum? 

Mr. YOUNG: It is not; it is the way the taxation 
works out. The minister wonders where the rev- 
enue has gone, why the budget does not balance: 
yet here he is proposing to take $270,000 out of the 
treasury in order that certain industries may pay 
an increased wage bill of $180,000. But no one be- 
lieves for a moment that these gentlemen do not 
intend to raise prices; no one believes that they are 
asking an increased tariff to increase their sales 
one and one-quarter per cent. They do intend to 
increase prices. They could increase them thirty 
per cent under this legislation. Suppose they in- 
crease them only ten per cent, they take an addi- 
tional $5,000,000 out of the pockets of the people of 
this country, all for the sake of paying $180,000 in 
wages

PYRAMIDED TAXATION 


Several hundred thousand Canadian housewives 
will endorse the House of Commons protest by Dr, 
Thomas Donnelly, Liberal member for Willow 
Bunch, against the pyramided form in which a tax 
like the new two-cents-per-pound sugar tax 
reaches the family budget. Some day a govern- 
ment providing a new impost upon the family ex- 
chequer will evolve a scheme for protecting the 
pay envelope against exploitation of the tax, which 
nay be moderate enough in its inception, and 
thereby win the undying gratitude of those who 
have to pay. 

Mr. Donnelly’s charge was that he had found the 
two-cents-per-pound sugar tax had been translated 
into about thirty-two cents per pound in a certain 
manufactured commodity. There might have been 
one-eighth of a pound of sugar in the commodity, 


Dr. Donnelly said, “and yet the manufacturers 
were taking advantage of the tax to put on an 
extra four cents per pound.” He protested that 


“all along the line you will find the same thing 
prevailing.”—Toronto Globe. 

UNITED KINGDOM TRADE CONDITIONS 

While conditions in Great Britain are dis- 
appointing, th probably less unsatisfactory 
at the present time than in any of the other lead- 
ing countries, writes Mr. Harrison ‘Watson, Cana- 
dian Trade Commissioner in London, in the forth- 
coming issue of the Commercial Intelligence Jour- 
nal. The month of March witnessed an increase of 
103,000 in the number of persons employed, and a 
decrease of 80,454 in those registered as unem- 
ployed, in comparison with the month of February. 

Although this improvement is largely due to 
greater activity in building and contracting, it ex- 
tends to a lesser degree to most of the industries 
great and small, with the notable exception of coal- 
mining. Public opinion now, however, calls for 
immediate and accelerated action from the iron- 
masters. Even shipbuilding has achieved a slight 
improvement. Collective reports indicate that re- 
tail trade is mildly active, and that the current 
turnovers of the leading departmental stores show 
less falling off then in other countries

ERYSIPELAS LESS PREVALENT THAN 
FORMERLY 


At one time erysipelas, or “St. Anthony's Fire,” 
was one of the most feared diseases encountered 
in hospitals since it was highly contagious and 
often spread with dangerous rapidity through the 
surgical and “lying-in” wards. It is not so prevalent 
now due to better sanitation and to the fact that 


the highly contagious nature of the disease jis 


recognized and patients affected with it are kept 
away from others. There special micro- 
organism of streptococcus type that is found with 
this disease and supposed to be the exciting cause. 
Some types of bacteria will not grow outside of the 
human body but this particular organism thrives 
readily at ordinary temperature in many kinds of 
decaying vegetable and animal matter, especially 
if the weather is damp. This ability to thrive under 
conditions where ordinary bacteria could not live 
was undoubtedly responsible for the serious epi- 
demics before the importance of sanitation was 
recognized. 

There is, however, another important factor in 
the development of the disease in addition to the 
presence of bacteria. These micro-organisms placed 
on some individuals will have no effect whatever; 
on others, the disease will develop. It is well 
known that the presence of diabetes, Bright's dis- 
ease or alcoholism renders a person especially sus- 
ceptible, and also that following childbirth the 
mother must be closely guarded. The disease is 
found more often among women than men, and a 
patient who has had one attack is all the more 
likely to have others. An attack of certain diseases 
renders the patient immune from subsequent at- 
tacks for varying lengths of time from several 
months to years, but in erysipelas there are ap- 
parently not more than one or two weeks of im- 
munity 


is a 


Although this disease may affect various parts 
of the body, especially parts that have been 
wounded, the most common site is the skin of the 
face and scalp. The inflammation begins with a 
small swollen spot, the edges being raised enough 
to make a sharp mark between the affected skin 
and the rest of the cutaneous surface. The spot is 
bright red, the skin feels stretched tight, shines, 
hurts if pressed with the fingers, may feel hot 
while itchiness and pain are present in a small de- 
gree. Blisters may show and occasionally small 
pus abscesses. The inflammation advances by push- 
ing forward into new skin and, even before the 
fresh skin turns red, hard lumps may be felt which 
outline the new border. Generally the lips, eyes, 
and even the ears and scalp are greatly swollen, 
Sometimes making it hard to recognize the patient. 

The ordinary attack lasts about eight days and 
is self-limited: that is, it disappears even if no 
treatment is used. However, when the disease 
complicates injuries or pregnancy, results are not 
always as favorable and many fatal cases have 
been known. Those who were fairly strong before 
the attack occurred generally make a good re- 
covery, although the disorder may return later, In 
those who are old or troubled with nephritis and 
also among young babies the disease may be 
dangerous, The sudden onset of the disease is often 
followed by a rise of temperature which may go 
up to 104 or 106 deg. Fahr., accompanied by de- 
lirium. The fever may remain high for four days 
or longer, 

I am sure that the germ of this disease would 
have no effect on the average healthy person, but 
there must be an underlying predisposing cause 
such as injury or toxic condition built up by poor 
habits of living, including wrong diet. If no changes 
are made in cating habits, one may expect further 
attacks to develop. While the disease is undoubt- 
edly brought on by an invasion of the skin by a 
germ, the underlying toxemia must first be present. 

The best local treatment that I have found is to 
thoroughly burn tue affected part and the skin a 
few inches around with the ultra violet light. This 
kills many of the germs and assists in preventing 
the spread. The itching and burning can be soothed 
somewhat by the application of wet cloths which 
have been wrung out in cold water to which has 
been added about one tablespoonful of lemon juice 
per quart of water
